We do not conceive that our 
opinion is of any particular Import- 
ance, and in what we have writlcn 

have merely assumed the position 
of an interested observer. Whai 
we have maintained islhat, if signs 
are to be preserved, a change will 
have to be made in Ihe way Ihey 
are learned and used. We 
pupils coming lo us from other 
schools whose signs are almost un- 

lutelllgible t<> the folks here. Boys 

and girls who leave here lor other 
schools no doubt find the same dif- 
ficulty when attempting to express 

themselves or to understand ol hers.

Though the demand for pins the 
world over is enormous, the mills of 
the United Slates practically supply 

the entire demand. Formerly pins 

were expensive, but now Ihey cost 
a mere trifle In l»0. r >, the 75,000,- 

000 people in the United Slates used 
60,000,000 gross of common pins, 
which is equal to 9,500,000,000 pins, 
or an average of about 126 pins for 
every man, woman and child in the 
country. This is the highest ave- 
rage reached anywhere in Ihe use 

01 pins. Ten years ago we used 
only about seventy-two pins each. 

In a single year the total number 

of pins manufactured in the United 

Slates was 68,889,260 gross. The 
lotal number of pins manufactured 
in the United Stales during L900, 
the census year, was iiM,HH'.), 
gross. There are forty-three fac- 
tories in all, wilh 2,858 employes. 
The business has grown lapidly 
during the lasl twenty years, for 

although they weie forty factories 
in 1SHU they produced only half as 
much, employed only about hall 
the capital and only 1,077 hands. 

There has been a considerable in 
crease in the number of women aud 
children employed in Ihe pin I. 
tories of lale years, which is an in 
dicalion that (lie machinery is being 
Improved am! simplified and that 
its operation does not require so 
high an order of mechanical skill. 
Hooks and eyes are a by product of 
pin making and are produced at 

most of the faotories from material 
thai will not do for pins. The out- 
put of hooks and eyes in 1900 was 
1,181,824 gross. 

The automatic machines which 
lorn ont pins and hooka has mini 
mlsed the cost of their manufacture 

till the OOSl is practically only that 
of the brass wire from which they 
are made. A single machine docs 
the whole business Coils of wile, 
hung upon reels, arc passed info 
machines which cut them into 
proper length, and Ihey drop oil' 
into a receptacle and arrange them 
selves iii the line of a slot formed 
of two bars. When Ihey reach the 
lower end of the bars they am seized 
and pressed between two dies, 
which form the heads, and p 

along into the grip of another steel 

instrument which points them by 
pressure They are then dropped 
into a solution of sour beer, whirl 
ing as Ihey go, to be cleaned, and 
then into a hoi solution of tin, 
which is also kept revolving. 

They here receive their bright 
coal of metal, and are pushed along, 
killing time, until Ihey have had an 
Opportunity tO harden, when Ihey 
are dropped into a revolving barrel 
of bran and sawdust, which cools 
and polishes them at Ihe same time. 

America imported #418,004 worth 
of ordinary needles, most of them 
from England Hairpins and 

Bty pins and other kinds of pins 
are manufactured in a similar man 
ner. We made 1,189,104 gross of 
hairpins In 189Q. Both needles 
and hairpins are manulacl ured to a 

greater extent in Europe than plain 

pins. Safety pins, however, are 
decidedly American, and of these 
we make on an average one million 
gross a y-
